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Pusiic ADMINISTRATION. 


Tap Pratikdr, of the 28th April, remarks, in reference to the 
The Lalbag sub-division and the proposal to transfer the court of the Second 
proposed Lalbag moonsitee- Moonsif of Berhampore to Lalbag, that, if 
carried out, it will probably be an improvement, because there is no good 
reason in favour of the present arrangements under which there are two 
moonsifs stationed at the head-quarters of the district, and also because 
‘+ is exceedingly desirable that a moonsif ? should hold his court in some 
locality which occupies a centrical position as regards the area comprised 
in his jurisdiction. The proposed change will, however, benefit a few, inas- 
much as Lalbag, which is only four to six miles distant from Berhampore, 
‘; not the centre of the local area constituting the Second Moonsif’s juris- 
diction. Baluchar is the place which fulfils this condition. The Second 
Moonsif’s court should therefore be removed to Baluchar, where also the 
head-quarters of the Lalbag sub-division should be transferred. This latter 
can now be easily done, as by the abolition of the Nizamut the necessity 
of keeping up a separate sub-divisional court at Lalbag, so near to the district 
head-quarters, has been entirely removed. 

9. The Charu Vartd, of the 1st May, does not wish to paint the future 
of Mr. Rivers Thompson’s administration of 
these provinces, for the simple reason that 
such attempts have often proved too sanguine, and consequently erroneous. 
There is, however, some ground for hope in the fact that he possesses long 
experience; in fact his knowledge cf India extends over a period of 
32 years. It is to be hoped that in the discharge of the onerous duties 
which have now been imposed upon him, he will make use of this 
experience. If the climate of Pengal does not change his disposi- 
tion, Bengalis will probably be happy under his rule. Sir Ashley 
Eden has left behind him his scheme of local self-government. 
This important matter will be the first test of the new Lieutenant- 
Governor’s liberal views. It is not perhaps unreasonable to expect that 
the person who did not shrink from the task of supporting liberal principles 
against the powerful authority of Lord Lytton, will foster the noble scheme 
initiated by Lord Ripon, and contribute to increase the rights and privileges 
of the people of Bengal. Itis not, of course, expected that an Indian 
administrator will prove a heavenly being. He must, however, possess 
certain virtues, namely, sympathy with the people, patience, conscientiousness, 
and experienee. Mr. Rivers Thompson is known to possess these good 
qualities. 

3. We extract the following observations from an editorial in the 
‘The system of Indian administra. Same paper, headed “The system of Indian 
hon. Administration” :— Within the last twenty-five 
years the power reserved by law to the Viceroy of setting aside, on occasions 
of emergency, the views of his Executive Council has been more than 
once abused. The hopes and expectations of India are, however, centred 
in that Council. Public opinion in India is yet in its infancy, and is con- 
temptuously set aside by the local officials. The present system of adminis- 
tration has been tried for the last twenty-five years. Western learning and 
civilization have brought about a new erain India. The liberal policy of 
the British Government has made the people long for the possession of self- 
government, while with the spread of education has appeared a spirit of 
active patriotism among educated natives. For all these reasons a reform in 
the system of Indian administration has become a necessity. Without curtail- 
ing the powers of the Governor-General, the efficiency of the Indian 
Council should be increased, and means should be used whereby arbitrary 
Viceroys like Lord Lytton might be prevented from setting aside their 
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Councils. And lastly, has not the time yet come for trusting natives of 
India in a larger measure, and associating them more largely than before 
with the European officials in the work of administration ? 


he Ananda Bazar Patrikd, of the 1st May, condemns the viey 
7 recently expressed by Sir Ashley Eden on the 
subject of local self-government, on the ground 
that they are opposed to the spirit of Lord Ripon’s scheme. Distri¢t 
Boards constituted on the elective system might well be established jp 
Bengal. 


5. We extract the following observations from an article in the * 
Bhdrat Mihir of the 2nd May:—We woul 
tell Mr. Thompson two things: by two acts 
has Sir Ashley Eden left a stain on his administration. One of these was 
his unwillingness to foster independence among natives of the country. Itis 
for this that in his scheme of local self-government he has devised a system 
of safeguards for maintaining the authority of Government, and thus shown 
his distrust of the people. ‘There is, however, no adequate ground for this 
distrust. We trust Mr. Rivers Thompson will be more liberal in this matter, 
The second of the acts referred to above is connected with equality in the 
administration of justice. By making an invidious distinction between Euro- 
pean and native offenders, Sir Ashley Eden has extremely weakened the prin- 
ciples of the administration. The offence which, if committed by Heeroo 
Khansamabh, is visited with the punishment of death, brings, when the offender 
is a D’Cruze or Pedro, a light punishment. Acts like these produce a lack of 
confidence in Government, the results of which are not good. Sir Ashle 
Eden has deliberately alienated from Government the sympathy of the 
people; and yet this irresponsible conduct is being regarded as one of his 
good qualities. We, however, look upon such conduct as arbitrary. It is 
to be hoped the new Lieutenant-Governor will keep an eye upon these two 
points. Man is liable to fall into small errors, which also are readily 
forgotten ; but not so acts which wound the feelings of a people. 


6. The same paper remarks that there will be no real self-government 
if the proposals made by Sir Ashely Eden in 
this connection are accepted by the Govern- 
ment of India. He has disregarded the 
united representations of the educated natives of the country against the 


proposal to appoint District Magistrates as Chairmen of District Com- 
mittees. 


7. The Burdwan Sanjivani, of the 2nd May, condemns the practice on 
the part of the Government of India and of 
the several local Governments of annually 
sojourningin the hills in the hot season, on the 
ground that it occasions a large expenditure of the public funds on 
the comforts of high European officials, and interferes with the due dis 
charge of their duties on the part of Viceroys and provincial Governors. 
A residence for the greater portion of the year in the hills leaves them little 
leisure to acquaint themselves with the condition of the people whom 


they have undertaken to govern—a knowledge which it is of the utmost 
importance for them to acquire. 


8. The Sansodhini, of the 4th May, contains the tollowing in an editorial 
paragraph:—“ Occasional cases of small-pox ar 
still being heard of in Chittagong, and it ©

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allow themselves to be vaccinated. It is therefore exceedingly desirable 
that the Act for compulsory vaccination should be extended to this district. 

9g The Sahachar, of the 3rd May, contains a lengthy article on 
Sir Ashley Eden, in which the writer refutes the 
statement made by the Hindu Patriot news- 
paper, to the effect that the people of this country have through their 
representatives approved of the administration of the late Lieutenant-Governor, 
and observes that it is only his “ friends and admirers,” and not the public, 
who have done this. 

10. The same paper makes the following observations in the course of 
an article on Mr. Rivers Thompson :—Let not 
the Lieutenant-Governor make Sir Ashley 
Eden his model. There is little room for a vigorous administration in 
Bengal : it is enough if a ruler can show honesty and a thorough impartiality. 
Here there are no wars or revolutions, political intrigues, or Nihilist plots 
which would require the Government to be always on the alert. What the 
public desire, is that Mr. Thompson should carefully avoid committing the 
blunders which made his predecessor so unpopular. Sir Ashley Eden was fond 
of cliques. It was his policy, after securing the support of a few chosen 
persons, to look down upon others. Mr. Thompson perhaps understands 
that, in spite of pompous demonstrations expressive of a different feeling, in 
reality a few only are sorry at the departure of Sir Ashley Eden from this 
country. Itis to be hoped the new Lieutenant-Governor will not, like his 
predecessor, regard educated natives asenemies. ‘The people only ask that he 
should work with an honesty of purpose. Let his mottoes be “ Honesty 
and thorough impartiality,” and.‘ The whole people, and not a particular 
clique.” 

ll. The Education Gazette, of the 5th May, remarks that as in point 
of learning, intelligence, and loyalty, Bengal 
occupies the foremost place among the pro- 
vinces of India, so it 13 satisfactory to find 
that the scheme of local self-government devised by the Government of 
Bengal is more liberal than the schemes prepared by the other provincial 
administrations. It is true adverse comments are being made on the pro- 
posal contained in the Bengal scheme, to appoint Magistrates as Chairmen 
of District Boards ; but it 1s difficult to say if there are any other persons 
litter for the office. The evil apprehended from the appointment of 
Magistrates would be considerably minimized if, as would be likely enough, 
Government insisted upon their paying due attention to the opinions of the 
members. The proposals made in connection with the appointment of 
members are not, however, sufficiently liberal. The writer, of course, does not 
wish it to be understood that the elective system should be introduced into 
every sub-division and thana. That would only be a farce. Until the position 
fa member of a sub-divisional Board comes to be generally coveted by the 
people, it is not advisable to make much noise over the appointment of 
such members. For some time to come, the position of such men will not 
probably appear more dignified than that of a juror or of an Honorary 
Magistrate; nay, some may even go the length of positively disliking it. 
Itis not, therefore, advisable to make much fuss at the bezinning. But the 
pportumity should be taken to increase the powers and dignity of the 
Villave punchavets. The absence of all reference to this matter must be 
“garded as a serious defect in the scheme framed by the Bengal Govern- 
ment, 

Tie powers and prestige of the chowkeedaree punchayets appointed 
under Act VI of 1870 are indeed sadly small; still, with these local bodies 
‘Vcxistence, and actively co-operating with Government in preserving the 
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eace in villages, it seems but reasonable that a scheme of local self-coverp. 
ment should recognize them as its basis. If, therefore, it were laid dowy 
that village punchayets' under every thana should unite, and under the 
supervision of the sub-divisional authority proceed to elect from among 
competent candidates members for local Boards, the responsible work thy 
thrown upon the punchayet would raise its prestige, while the arrangemen, 
would lea to the establishment of close relations between the sub-divisiona] 
Board and every village under the sub-division. 
12. The Bangabdst, of the 6th May, remarks that if the power of 
Sir Ashley Eden on local self-go- appointing members to local Boards be vested 
vernment. in Magistrates, it is only persons noted 
for their subserviency that will be appointed thereto. Again, if the 
principle of a property qualification be recognized, it 1s only wealthy persons 
proverbially innocent of all knowledge of letters, that are likely to receive 
that honor. Now Sir Ashley Eden proposes to make over the work of 
education to the local Boards; in other words, to these men. Ifthe proposal 
is adopted, failure will certainly be the result. Before making over the charge 
of education to local Boards, it is necessary that the elective system of repre- 
sentation should be introduced among the people. Every graduate of the 
university, and members of the existing education and school-book committees 
in the country, should have the power to vote. Even those, who as owners 
of sufficient property, may be otherwise qualified, should be men of some 
education. 

13. The Medini, of the 8th May, dwells on the high- handed conduct

planters of Midnapore. towards certain ryots of the Bagri and the 
Sildah pergunnahs, who are being harassed by means of false litigation. 

14. <A correspondent of the Sddharani, of the 7th May, writing from 

Outbreak of cholera in Gossain Gosain Durgapore, in the Nuddea district, 
Dargapore. notices a fearful outbreak of cholera in that 
village and adjacent localities. Government is asked to send a doctor and 
a supply a medicine without delay. 

15. The Dacca Prakash, of the 7th May, contains an article on Sir 

Sir Ashley Eden on local self-go- Ashley Eden’s scheme of local self-govern- 
vernment. ment. ‘The production, it is remarked, clearly 
proves that the late Lieutenant-Governor never desired the success of the 
scheme. ‘The other observations made by the writer are similar to those 
noticed before. 

16. The Sum Prakash, of the 8th May, contains a long article, 
extending over six columns, headed “The 
future of the Indian Empire.” According 
to the writer, the fall of an empire is brought about by one of three 
causes, namely, in the case of a conquered country by a rising of the natives, 
declaration of inlependence by the officers constituting the government, or 
a foreign invasion. It is not likely that the first will ever take place in 
India. Tne more British rule is firmly established in the country, the 
wore helpless, weak, and miserable will the people become. Education's 
in an extremely backward condition, and government of successive Viceroys, 
no matter whether they are Tory or Lib:ral, follow very nearly the same line 
of policy. ‘The pecple are becoming impoverished “by competition with 
Kuropeans, and increasing difficulty is experienced in earning the means ol 
livelihood. amines and diseases are doing their destructive work. Further, 
the people have been disarmed, so that it is not likely that natives wil 
ever rise against the authority of the British Government. As for the 
native princes, their power is being gradually curtailed and their resources 
crippled. ‘Though, therefore, Government has no ground of apprehensio2, 
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tI] it should not lose sight of the fact that at present dissatisfaction 1s 
‘ncreasing, and that this feeling may in future be productive of injurious 
consequences if the people are not ruled in accordance with the principles 
of justice. Government should therefore edulously endeavour to conciliate 
the people by removing the causes of their dissatisfaction. 7 
17. The Navavibhdkar, of the 8th May, fully approves of the senti- 
sivinseial to the Secretary of State ments of the influentially signed petition 
onthe subject of the reduction of the recently made to the Secretary of State by 
salaries of the High Court Judges. the chief representative associations of the 
country, and the leading members of the Calcutta bar, protesting against the 
reduction of the salaries of the Judges of the Calcutta High Court. We 
extract the following observations from the article on the subject :—Itisa 
matter of exceeding gratification that the principal associations in Bengal 
have jomed the pleaders and barristers of the Calcutta High Court in 
petitioning the Secretary of State against the reduction of the salaries of the 
Puisne Judges of that Court. Though we are not so sanguine about the 
success of the movement as we might have been if it had been made in good 
time, still we have not, on that account merely, lost all hope. And this 1s 
because we have not yet lost all confidence in Lord Hartington’s admuinis- 
tration. It is true that some of the expectations that were created by him 
in our minds before he came into power have vanished into t'in air like 
the wishes of the poor, and that, as a result of others, things have occurred 
the very reverse of what were desired ; still we have not yet lost our faith in 
the present liberal Government. We still believe that any measure which 
was net intimately connected with party policy in England might, if it 
could be shown to be injurious, be either suspended or repealed by Lord 
Yartington. He has not been probably yet convinced that bitter conse- 
quences will follow from his decision to reduce the salaries of the High 
Court Judges. Ifhe could be convinced of this, he might direct a return to 
the old state of things. 
18. The same paper reproduces the statements contained in the 
Oppressions connected with the levy Medint hewspaper, regarding the high handed 
of canal rates. proceedings of Mr. Roberts, Deputy Super- 


intendent of Canal Revenue in Midnapore, 
in connection with the recovery of arrears of canal rates, and directs the 


attention of the Lieutenant-Governor to the sufferings of the aggrieved 
peasantry. 


19. The Utkal Dipikd, of the 6th May, in a long article “ on local 


eo ee self-government,” says, among other things, 

that in introducing the system, it is neces- 

sary that Government should grant sufficient powers to the people, to enable 

them to exercise their independent judgment. The work of the local 

committees is not at present satisfactorily performed where the Magistrate 
is vested with the power of controlling their proceedings. :
